The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard to 
claims 7-10, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach a fourth oscillator positive 
output being fed to the first oscillator stage first negative input and the fourth oscillator stage 
negative output being fed to the first oscillator stage first positive input. With regards to claim 1, 
the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the phase difference between the signal 
being fed to the first oscillator stage first input and the first oscillator stage second input being 
approximately 45 degrees.
